9 Fire Chief Al Nulty Has 
A Talk With The Spectator 

FIRE CHIEF "AL" NULTY has just left after a talk which 
revealed he was pretty well upset regarding the impression 
that he has official fault to find with the basement conditions 
of every apartment house in Narberth. That's far from the 
actual facts, says Al, and he deplores the misunderstanding 
that caused such an inaccurate opinion. 

Well, we all have known Al for these many years and if 
he were not already a conservative fellow by nature, the kind 
of important job he has had so long in Merion would have 
taught him the need of prudent procedure, for he has the 
kind of boss over there who has too much at stake to trifle 
with those who ball themselves up in the work they have 
to do. 

According to Al, there are more than one of our apart- 
ment houses which need drastic improvements if the fire haz- 
ards are to be removed. On the other hand, there are several 
where every possible precaution has been adopted by the 
owners and which are entitled to a clean bill of safety from 
the Fire Chief. Notably in this group are the Beechwood 
Apartments, erected some years ago by Joe O'Connor, who, 
at the time, earned the special approval of the Burgess by 
adopting the kind of concrete construction which went far 
beyond the requirements of the local building code and which 
cost the far-seeing Joe a few more thousand dollars than he 
would have had to spend if he had merely complied with the 
literal law. 

Al Nulty points out that he knew, as did everybody else 
f around Elm Hall, exactly what Joe O'Connor had done and he 
i states that the borough authorities, in his belief, could well 
(•adopt the Beechwood's protective features as the pattern 
fwhich should be observed in the erection of local apartment 
^buildings in the future. 

The thing that Al wants cleared up is that there are in 
Fkarberth several apartment houses which can be approved 
J|as free from undue fire peril. There are others which have 
Conditions which should be corrected. The report which will 
?e made to Council (perhaps it has already been filed) is 
specific in its detail and Al wants to be judged on what he 
says in this document, not on the basis of an informal talk 
Jvhich, even with the best intent, is often misconstrued, per- 
fhaps because of the extra stress which is apt to be placed by 
Kail of us on that which is wrong, with too little reference to 

"•'that which is right.

THE TELEPHONE has also been ringing with another 
kind of protest and this time it was because last week's piece 
about local sports celebrities had failed to include proper

Nevertheless, his team tied 
for first place in the regular league games and it should also 

• be noted that Narberth beat the Veterans' (the pennant win 
ners) 3 out of 4 games during the season. Ordinarily, the 

* season's score would tell the tale, as it does in other games 
but basket-ball hereabouts is not a big money game and these 

• unusual play-offs are probably intended to gather in a few 
more shekels. As it is, George is lamenting a deficit and if it 

• really amounts to anything something should be done about 
it. The suggestion meantime is that our basket-ball should 

• be better advertised next season, as George has lined up a 
group of unusually smart players and more people will come 

* to the games if an effective kind of publicity goes after them.

Road Widening To Cost Boro $600 

Narberth Has f 



$2X5 Approved 
For Drain Work 

Seaboard Construction 
Co. Has No Contract 
for Boro'* Share of Job 

A superintendent for the Sea- 
board Construction Co. said this 
■week that Narberth will have to 
spend more than $600 for its share 
in the new cut-off eliminating the 
dangerous curve on E. Wynnewood 
Rd. 

This statement came only two 
weeks after the Narberth Highway 
Committee told Borough Council its 
share of the work would not cost 
more than the $285 previously ap- 
proved for the job. 

New Concrete Box 

Engineers for the construction 
company have decided to install a 
concrete connection box on the 
Narberth side of the new road. A 
small section of elliptical pipe will 
connect a 36-inch storm drain, 
which runs along the new section 
ot the road, with the connection 
box. 

Narberth will have to pay for a 
section of3 6-inch pipe running 
from the box to Indian Creek at 
Elmwood Ave. 

It was originally planned to run 
the Narberth section of 36-inch pipe 
directly to the storm drains, but 
test digging revealed the presence 
of a sanitary sewer and power lines 
beneath the old road. The smaller 
connecting pipe will eliminate dis- 
turbing these lines. 

Cost $11 a Foot 

Narberth's section of the storm 
drain will run approximately 50 
feet. The Seaboard company has 
contracted to do the State's drain- 
pipe work at $11 a foot, plus $3.90 
for each yard of excavation. 

The Borough has not yet nego- 
tiated a contract with the construc- 
tion company,"- but if another -en- 
gineering company is given the 
contract, Narberth will bo faced 
with even higher costs because of 
the expenses entailed in bringing 
equipment to the job.

APT. FIRE DOORS 
MUST BE KEPT 
CLOSED, HE WARNS 

A State fire inspector made, a, 
thorough examination of three 
| large Narberth apartment houses, 
this week at the request of Bor- 
ough Fire Marshal Al Nulty. 

Nulty had charged last week 
that all of thr- Borough's large 
apartment dwellings are fire haz- 
ards to a greater or lesser degree. 

Three Recommendations 

The inspector, John K. Standl- 
ford. nf the State Bureau of Inspec- 
tion of the Department of Labor 
and Industry, made the following 
recommendations In a report to 
Fire Marshal Nulty: 

1. That, several fire doors in 
each of the three apartments 
needed self-closing mechanisms. 

Hp pointed out that most fire 
deaths are due to smoke and heat, 
rather than hums, and that smoke 
end heat are intensified if Are doors 
are not kept closed. 

2. That apartment owners 
build n fire resistant layer of 
cement plaster' on rock or met- 
al lath between the basement 
and the first floor. 

Such a layer, only one inch thick, 
,Standiforth said in his report, 
would be "one-hour fire resistant," 
and would give firemen a chance to 
fight a Are before it spread beyond 
control. 

Construction of the ceiling should 
pay for Itself in several years in 
reduced fire insurance rates, Standi- 
ford said. 

3. That "apartment owner*" , 
undertake a thorough educa- 
tional campaign" to acquaint 
tenants with proper fire-fight- 
ing measures and precautions. 

As an example, he pointed out 
that during hot weather too many 
fire doors are left open' and create 
drafts that aggravate what might 
otherwise he small fires. 

"In general," Standiford con- 
cluded, "there Is in the apartments 
I inspected no unnecessary fire haz- 
ards to loss of life as long as fire 
doors are kept closed. 

"The three buildings I inspected 
have fire walls and two means of 
egress from each section. 

"However, the buildings I in- 
spected were not built as fire-re- 
sisting, but they are as good as any 
of that period. Their basements are 
no worse than some I've seen In 
other parts of the State." 

Nulty last week asked Borough 
Council to require either a fireproof 
basement ceiling or sprinkling sys- 
tem on the three Borough apart- 
ment houses now without either. 

He also asked that all apartment 
house owners and residents clean 
up their basements, which, he.

"We didn't hope to win our light 
to prevent the hotel from getting 
the license because there was not 
one legal reason why the license 
shotild not have been granted," Lor- 
imer said.

"However, I have spoken with 
Mr. Henry Schrager, the owner of 
Haverford Court Hotel, and he has 
assured me that the bar and cock- 
tail lounge will cater to a conserva- 
tive clientele," Lorimer said. 

"We don't like to see liquor li- 
censes granted in the neighborhood, 
but we are sure Schrager will not 
have a crowd of beer-drinking, juke 
box-playing kids in his bar. 
Missing Dinner Parties 

"At the hearing, Schrager told 
me that the Haverford Court Hotel 
was missing out on large dinner 
parties because people avoid the 
hotel when they discover they can't 
get drinks. 

"The gross Income of the hotel is 
approximately $1,000. a month, and 
Schrager is not going to jeopardize 
his business by allowing a boister- 
ous crowd in the cocktail lounge. 
Many of his residents are elderly 
and they wouldn't appreciate the 
noise," Lorimer said. 

Schrager, who bought the hotel 
last November, plans to provide ex- 
tra parking space in the rear to 
take care of extra traffic the bar 
may create. This week, he said he 
had no comment to make on the 
Liquor Board's decision.

Schoolmaster Hoopes didn't stay 
for too long because a controversy 
developed over the "poor and or- 
phaned children" for whom Jones 
was providing free education, and 
paying scholars who looked down 
their noses at their less fortunate 
cousins.

The Academy is located on 
ground which Is historical and 
well known from Revolutionary 
days. American troops parched by 
the school on their way to camp 
grounds near Merion Meeting, just 
five days before the massacre at 
Paoli, September 19, 1777.

Israel L. Irwin, last of the old 
schoolmasters, taught for 23 
years until the Lower Merion 
Board of School Directors' took 
over the building in 1914. At - 
that time, the trustees leased 
the entire property to the Low- 
er Merlon District for 160 years 
at $50 a year. The only specifi- 
cation the trustees made was 
that the grounds must always 
be used for educational pur- 
poses and that the old building 
be preserved.'

When the Bala-Cynwyd Junior 
High School was built in 1938-39, 
the old Academy School was rebuilt

Mr. Dubois told me that Savery, 
Scheetz and Gilmour, the archi- 
tects for the remodelling, did a won- 
derful job in preserving the orig- 
inal details of the building.
